Objects  of  the  District. 

2.  The  objects  of  the  improvement  district  shall 
be  the  acquisition  and  operation  of  works  and  li¬ 
cences  for  the  storage,  delivery,  and  carriage  of 
water  for  irrigation  and  such  incidental  purposes 
as  are  authorized  by  the  licences  it  acquires. 
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Number,  Qualification,  and  Term  of 
Office  of  the  Trustees. 

3.  There  shall  be  five  Trustees  of  the  said  im¬ 
provement  district. 

4.  Any  person  qualified  to  vote  as  hereinafter 
provided  shall  be  qualified  to  be  a  candidate  for 
election  as  Trustee. 

Works. 

5.  The  Trustees  shall  divide  the  lands  in  the  dis¬ 
trict  into  three  areas,  as  follows : — 

(a.)  The  Interlaken  Area,  comprising  Lots  1  to 
7,  120  to  128,  31.  32,  and  35,  Registered  Plan 
428,  and  the  Fractional  North-west  Quar¬ 
ter  of  Section  12,  Township  14 : 

(b.)  The  Rayburn  Area,  comprising  a  48.5-acre 
parcel  of  the  Fractional  South-east  and 
North-east  Quarters  of  Section  11,  Town¬ 
ship  14 : 

(c.)  The  West  Side  Area,  comprising  all  the 
remainder  of  the  lands  in  the  district; 
and  shall  maintain  and  operate  three  or  more 
pumping  plants  for  the  delivery  of  water  to  the 
lands  in  the  three  said  areas. 

6.  The  improvement  district  shall  provide  one 
point  of  delivery  for  each  parcel  of  land  within  the 
territorial  limits  which  was  shown  as  a  separate 
parcel  on  the  books  of  the  Land  Registry  Office  on 
the  first  day  of  January,  1923.  The  point  of  de¬ 
livery  shall  be  at  the  boundary  of  the  parcel  unless 
otherwise  agreed  to  by  the  owner,  and  wherever 
practicable  it  shall  be  at  such  elevation  or  the 
water  shall  be  delivered  at  such  pressure  that  all 
irrigable  land  in  the  parcel  may  be  reached. 

The  acquisition  and  operation  of  all  works  for 
the  diversion  and  carrying  of  the  water  from  the 
point  of  diversion  to  the  various  points  of  delivery, 
including  works  for  controlling  and  measuring  the 
water  at  the  points  of  delivery,  shall  be  the  duty 
and  liability  of  the  improvement  district,  and  the 
acquisition  and  operation  of  all  works  for  carrying 
the  water  from  the  point  of  delivery  for  each  parcel 
as  aforesaid  to  the  place  of  use  and  for  utilizing  the 
water  and  for  taking  care  of  the  surplus  water  shall 
be  the  duty  and  liability  of  the  owner  of  the  land 
upon  which  the  water  is  authorized  to  be  used. 

The  Trustees  may  provide  an  additional  point  of 
delivery  for  any  parcel  of  land  upon  the  owner 
making  written  application  therefor  and  paying  a 
bonus  of  such  amount  as  to  the  Trustees  appears 
just  and  reasonable,  and  they  may  thereafter  charge 
against  the  land  affected  and  the  owner  thereof  a 
special  annual  toll  for  the  maintenance  and  opera¬ 
tion  of  the  works  made  necessary  to  comply  with 
the  said  application,  in  addition  to  all  other  taxes, 
tolls,  rentals,  and  charges  payable  in  respect  of  the 
land  affected. 

Where  any  parcel  of  land  is  subdivided  pursuant 
to  a  plan  of  subdivision  filed  in  the  Land  Registry 
Office  after  the  first  day  of  January,  1923.  all 
works  made  necessary  by  such  subdivision  shall  be 
constructed  by  the  owner  of  the  land,  and 
when  such  works  have  been  constructed  to  comply 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Trustees  the  improve¬ 
ment  district  shall  thereafter  be  responsible  for 
the  maintenance  of  that  portion  of  the  works 
so  constructed  which  the  improvement  district 
would  be  under  obligation  to  provide  bad  the 
plan  of  subdivision  been  filed  prior  to  the  said 
first  day  of  January,  except  where  such  parcel  is 
subdivided  into  parcels  any  of  which  contains  less 
than  five  acres  of  land,  in  which  cases  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  all  works  made  necessary  by  such  subdivi¬ 
sion  shall  be  the  duty  and  liability  of  tin*  owners 
of  the  land  to  be  served  therefrom,  and  the  main¬ 
tenance  and  operation  thereof  shall  be  I  lie  duty  of 
the  improvement,  district,  and  the  cost  of  such 
maintenance  and  operation  shall  be  borne  by  the 
owners  of  the  lands  served  therefrom. 

7.  The  district  shall  not  be  under  any  obligation 
to,  but  may,  if  the  Trustees  deem  it.  advisable, 
supply  water  for  the  irrigation  of  lands  within  the 
district  which  had  not  been  beneficially  irrigated 
prior  to  the  year  1923,  and  the  Trustees  in  fixing 
the  tolls  payable  to  the  district  may  charge  higher 
rates  of  tolls  in  respect  of  the  service  provided  or 
water  supplied  for  the  irrigation  of  such  lands  than 
in  respect  of  (In*  service  provided  or  water  supplied 


for  the  irrigation  of  lands  which  had  been  bene¬ 
ficially  irrigated  before  the  year  1923. 

8.  The  Trustees  shall  from  year  to  year  raise  by 
means  of  taxes  the  revenue  required  to  meet  pay¬ 
ments  of  interest  and  instalments  of  sinking  fund 
with  respect  to  the  indebtedness  of  the  improvement 
district. 

9.  The  Trustees  shall  from  year  to  year  raise  all 
other  revenue  required  to  carry  out  the  objects  of 
the  improvement  district  by  means  of  tolls. 

10.  The  tolls  chargeable  to  the  owners  and  occu¬ 
piers  of  lands  in  the  Interlaken  Area  shall  be  based 
upon  the  annual  cost  to  the  improvement  district  of 
the  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  works  pro¬ 
vided  or  maintained  for  the  supply  of  water  to  the 
lands  in  that  area  including  expenditures  for  power 
service,  a  portion  of  the  overhead  expenses  of  the 
improvement  district,  and  such  other  sums  as,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Trustees,  are  properly  chargeable 
to  that  area. 

11.  The  tolls  chargeable  to  the  owners  and  occu¬ 
piers  of  lands  in  the  Rayburn  Area  shall  be  based 
upon  the  annual  cost  to  the  improvement  district  of 
the  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  works  pro¬ 
vided  or  maintained  for  the  supply  of  water  to  the 
lands  in  that  area  including  expenditures  for  power 
service,  a  portion  of  the  overhead  expenses  of  the 
improvement  district,  and  such  other  sums  as,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Trustees,  are  properly  chargeable 
to  that  area. 

12.  The  tolls  chargeable  to  the  owners  and  occu¬ 
piers  of  lands  in  the  West  Side  Area  shall  be  based 
upon  the  annual  cost  to  the  improvement  district  of 
the  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  works  pro¬ 
vided  or  maintained  for  the  supply  of  water  to  the 
lands  in  that  area  including  expenditures  for  power 
service,  a  portion  of  the  overhead  expenses  of  the 
improvement  district,  and  such  other  sums  as,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Trustees,  are  properly  chargeable 
to  that  area.  Different  rates  of  tolls  may  be 
charged  in  the  said  area  for  water  delivered  above 
and  below  a  certain  elevation  to  he  specified  or 
referred  to  in  the  tolls  by-laws  of  the  improvement 
district. 

13.  In  the  exercise  of  their  power  to  determine 
the  method  of  grading  lands  for  assessment,  and  in 
revising  assessment  rolls,  and  in  fixing  the  rates  of 
taxes  imposed  upon  the  various  grades  of  land,  the 
Trustees  shall  not  differentiate  between  land  in  any 
one  of  the  aforesaid  areas  and  land  in  any  other 
of  them. 

14.  The  taxes  to  he  levied  in  respect  of  the  cost 
of  acquisition  of  the  works  of  the  improvement  dis¬ 
trict  may  he  commuted  by  the  owner  of  any  land 
in  the  district  upon  the  owner  paying  to  the  dis¬ 
trict  a  sum  bearing  the  same  ratio  to  the  indebted¬ 
ness  of  the  district,  less  the  sum  accumulated  in  its 
sinking  fund  that  the  area  of  the  owner’s  irrigable 
land  bears  to  the  total  area  of  irrigable  land  within 
the  district. 

15.  Sections  197  to  213,  inclusive,  and  Schedule 
B  of  the  “Water  Act,”  shall  not  apply  to  this  im¬ 
provement  district,  and  the  following  provisions 
shall  apply  : — - 

“  An  annual  general  meeting  of  the  owners  of 
land  within  the  improvement  district  shall  be  called 
by  the  Trustees,  and  shall  be  held  between  the 
fifteenth  day  of  February  and  the  fifteenth  day  of 
April  at  a  place  within  or  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
improvement  district,  for  the  following  purposes: — 

“(a.)  To  receive  from  the  Trustees  a  report  on 
the  condition  of  the  works  and  a  statement 
of  the  financial  condition  of  the  improve¬ 
ment  district: 

“(/>.)  To  discuss  with  the  Trustees  any  matter 
relating  to  the  works  or  finances  of  the  im¬ 
provement  district : 

“(r.)  To  fix  the  remuneration  of  the  Trustees 
for  the  ensuing  year: 

“(r/.)  To  elect  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  all 
vacancies  among  the  Trustees,  and  to  elect 
a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  succeed  those 
whose  term  of  office  expire  coincident  with 
the  holding  of  such  annual  general  meet¬ 
ing. 

“  A  special  general  meeting  may  be  called  by  the 
Trustees  at  any  time  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a 
Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any  vacancy  or  vacancies 
among  the  Trustees,  or  for  the  purpose  of  discuss- 
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ing  with  the  owners  uny  matter  or  matters  relating 
to  the  works  or  finances  of  the  improvement  dis¬ 
trict  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  'Trustees  should 
be  brought  up  at  a  general  meeting. 

“  At  least  seven  days’  notice  of  every  general 
meeting  shall  be  given  by  notices  posted  up  in  at 
least  three  conspicuous  public  places  in  the  im¬ 
provement,  district.  The  said  notices  may  be  Form 
4  of  Schedule  A  of  the  ‘  Water  Act.’ 

“  The  owners  present  at  a  general  meeting  shall 
appoint  a  chairman  and  secretary  of  the  meeting. 

“  The  secretary  shall  enter  in  a  book  provided 
by  the  Trustees  for  that  purpose  minutes  of  all 
matters  brought  before  the  meeting,  including  all 
resolutions  proposed  and  the  action  taken  thereon 
and  all  votes  taken  upon  any  matter.  The  persons 
entitled  to  vote  at  any  general  meeting,  except  the 
one  called  pursuant  to  clause  10  hereof,  shall  be 
such  as  are  British  subjects,  and  are  of  the  full  age 
of  twenty-one  years,  and  are  owners  (as  defined  in 
section  105  of  the  ‘  Water  Act  ’)  of  land  within  the 
territorial  limits,  or  are  the  duly  qualified  agents  of 
such  owners,  or  the  legal  representatives  of  owners 
who  have  died,  become  insolvent  or  insane,  and  are 
not  of  Chinese,  Japanese,  or  other  Asiatic  or  In¬ 
dian  race,  and  are  not  indebted  to  the  improvement 
district  in  respect  of  any  taxes,  tolls,  or  other 
charges  except  such  as  have  been  levied,  fixed,  or 
charged  by  the  Trustees  within  one  year  of  the  date 
of  the  meeting.  In  the  event  of  the  right  of  any 
person  to  vote  at  any  general  meeting  being  chal¬ 
lenged,  the  chairman  shall  have  authority  to  deter¬ 
mine  whether  or  not  such  person  is  entitled  to  vote, 
and  the  chairman  may  require  such  person  to  make 
and  file  with  him  a  statutory  declaration  showing 
that  the  declarant  is  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote 
at  such  general  meeting.  Forthwith  after  the  hold¬ 
ing  of  a  general  meeting  the  Trustees  shall  file  with 
the  Water  Board  a  true  copy  of  the  minutes  of 
such  meeting.” 

16.  The  rights,  powers,  privileges,  authorities, 
claims,  duties,  and  obligations  of  the  said  Oyama 
Irrigation  District  shall  be  unimpaired  by  the  issue 
of  these  amending  Letters  Patent.

THE  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  have  had 
before  them  a  report,  dated  16th  January, 
1932,  from  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  sub¬ 
mitting 

That  by  an  Order  in  Council  dated  the  21st  day 
of  October,  1925,  P.C.  1S76,  authority  was  granted 
for  the  issue  of  patent  to  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway  Company  for  certain  lands  for  right-of- 
way  and  extra  land  for  operating  purposes  at  Field, 
within  Yoho  National  Park,  in  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia,  as  shown  upon  a  plan  recorded 
in  the  Department  of  the  Interior  under  No.
